Preached Last Sunday by Rev. 
Israel Jordan Before the Grad¬ 
ating Glass of Gould's 
Academy. 

They shall he as the stones of a crown. 
Zaeh., 9:16. 

In the days of southern slavery, 
the value which the negro mother 
placed upon hersons and daughters 
was infinitely removed from the 
sordid money value of the auction- 
block. Her higher estimate was an 
exhibition of the wisdom of Love. 
Mothers, whether white or black, 
whether north or south, esteem 
their children highly in love, to 
borrow a scriptural expression. 
For this reason their estimate of 
their children’s worth is always 
more Just than the world’s esti¬ 
mate. They are the first and 
most influential teachers. The 
same tender solicitude which they 
show toward their children, the 
same high estimate of their worth, 
the same eagerness to impart to 
them the treasurers of knowledge, 
is seen in the Almct Mater , the 
cherishing mother as we call 
her, who takes them into her 
family circle and learns to look 
upon them as being in a very vital 
sense her own. But to-day we 
will not stop to consider at length 
what the fond Alma Mater , may 
think of her own. At the appro¬ 
priate time and in the appropri¬ 
ate place she will tell us that. 
Robert Bums, as you will remem- 
' bei-, expressed the wish in one of 
his poems that we might see our¬ 
selves as others see us. I am not 
sure that this would be a good 
thing for any of us students in 
Dame Nature’s school. Whether it 
would be a benefit or an Injury 
might depend largely on whom 
we mean by others. If we mean 
all people in distinction from our¬ 
selves some of them might be 
blind to our faults. To see our¬ 
selves through their eyes would 
surely not he good for us, and (still 
more gloomy supposition) some of 
them might be blind to our virtues 
and to see ourselves in this way 
would be equally bad for ns. 
Perhaps it might be a good thing 
for each and all of us to see our 
individual selves as our Alma 
Mater sees ns, for no one of ns is 
so bereft of educative experience 
as to declare himself or herself 
without an Alma Mater. I say 
perhaps it might be a good thing 
for us. I am by no means assured 
that it would; but when we look 
at ourselves from the standpoint 
not of Alma Mater but of Pater 
Nos ter, all uncertainty vanishes. 
There is-no perhaps about it. If 
Scotland’s gifted singer bad prayed 
that we might see ourselves as our 
Heavenly Father sees us, that in 
his light we might see light, then 
we indeed,might respond to it with 
a chorus of hearty amens. Our 
Heavenly Father’s appreciation of 
us is a perfect appreciation. He 
sees us as we actually are with all 
our limitations, all our short-com¬ 
ings. Such a vision of ourselves 
as this, could do none^of us barm, 
and might do us all good; for the 
pride of the human heart leads us 
naturally to think of ourselves, 
our actual present selves, more 
highly than we ought; to think. 

Best of all our Heavenly Father 
sees what we are capable of becom¬ 
ing. He sees the end from the be- 
ginningjgraduation from the learn¬ 
ing of the alphabet, the ideal to be 
realized even from Commence¬ 
ment week. It Is a grand thing 
for ns that this is so, and that in 
his light he permits ns to see 
light. He teaches ns what to 
expect from onr mysterious selves. 
He teaches us what to hope for 
and consequently what to live for. 
To see ourselves as He sees us, we 
have only to read onr Bibles In the 
truth-seeking spirit. His Holy 
Book holds the mirror up to hu¬ 
man nature as nothing else has 
ever done, and the marvelous 
thing about it, tho unique thing 
about it Is, that it not only sho ws 
human nature, weak, sinful, err¬ 
ing human nature, struggling on 
its way to perfection, but also hu¬ 
man nature in its perfection and 
I triumphing over the world in that 
perfection. 

I It Is this fact that makes the 
I Bible the most blessed, hopeful, 

! sunny book in all the world; a 
| book not only able to make a sun¬ 
shine Ifi sorrow’s darkest night, 
butalso able to bring to view a light 
above the brightness of the noon¬ 
day sun; a diviner joy within the 
joy which this world affords. 
By means of its prophetic light, 
God permits ns to see our f uture 
selves. He declares what his 
obedient children shall be when 
the years have rolled away. 

I “They shall be as the stones of a 
crown.’* In these significant 
words he declares the Inestimable 
value of the human soul. He 
hin ts at the hidden worth and

beauty which lie waiting to be 
revealed in even the most un¬ 
promising personalities. In bis 
clear words of testimony, He con¬ 
firms the loving mother’s esti¬ 
mate of her child’s worth. 

In his sight the soul possesses a 
priceless intrinsic worth. Surely 
this fact should teach each of us 
the great lesson of self-reverence, 
and help us to see the significance 
of the scriptural injunction to 
honor all men, —yes, honor all 
men, for they have, as a lapidary 
would say, gem-stuff within them. 
Peter, yon remember, did not be¬ 
lieve this. He was helped out of 
the narrowness of his unbelief by 
a vision from Heaven; he believed 
that Jews were precious stones 
and that Gentiles were only com¬ 
mon stones, the offscouring and 
worthless dust of the earth, but 
God showed him that no child of 
his was to be considered common 
and worthless. Hot until Peter 
had this vision of the worth of 
man and put faith in it, was he 
fitted to do his great work in 
advancing the Kingdom of right¬ 
eousness and good will. * What was 
true of Peter is true of every one 
of us; we cannot do our part of 
the world’s work and do it worth¬ 
ily until we have accepted the 
high estimate which God, who is 
no respector of persons, puts upon 
each and every one of his chil¬ 
dren. Yet when we say that God 
is no respector of persons, we 
do not mean that He is lack¬ 
ing in discriminative power; 
He sees the common stones, the 
bits of carbon so to speak, that 
must be born again before they 
can take their places as fadeless 
diamonds in bis diadem of beauty; 
and he also sees the precious 
stones, the real diamonds to-day, 
that if put in the fires of evil to¬ 
morrow, will become worthless 
bits of charred and blackened 
dust. Some times a common 
stone may pass itself off before 
mankind for a precious one but it 
can never deceive God; and—a fact 
that is sadder far—sometimes one 
of the precious stones, a veritable 
crown jewel, may mistake itself 
for only a common pebble. One of 
God’s children who is of priceless 
value in heaven’s sight, may set a 
cheap estimate upon himself. He 
may say; “I am only a creature of 
clay formed from the dust of the 
ground, and in a few years, almost, 
i I shall crumble into dust again.” 

| Whoever allows himself to think 
and speak in this faithless fashion 
loses courage and inspiration for 
self-betterment. 

I once saw some diamonds in 
the rough just as they were taken 
from the mine in Africa- I should 
not have suspected their quality 
and value bad I not been told. ’So 
it is with our own souls; we do 
not at first prize them; when we 
do learn to value them rightly it 
is always because we have taken 
the word of one who is wiser than 
we. When we do this, we live, hy 
faith, and we experience the re¬ 
wards of faith. To-day, in speak¬ 
ing to you who are just graduating 
from onr Academy, and also to 
you who are looking forward to 
graduation, I wish to consider 
with you this comparison which 
God has made between our own 
souls and the stones of a crown, 
and by the consideration to see 
wherein the fitness of the com¬ 
parison lies. One point in it we 
have already touched upon. It is 
the great value represented. 
While it is true that some individ¬ 
uals over-estimate their own worth, 
it is beyond question that the 
great majority of men and women 
under-estimate their capacity. 
What is it that gives great value 
to the stone and makes it worthy 
of a place among crown-jewels? 
What is it that causes God to put 
such a high estimate upon our 
souls that he likens them to match¬ 
less gems? These are the ques¬ 
tions suggested by the text. The 
lapidary, in answering the first Ru¬ 
ns,will help us to understand God’s 
answer to the second. If we go to 
some man whose study and ex¬ 
perience have made him an 
authority upon the subject of 
precious stones, and ask him what 
constitutes a perfect gem, such as 
a monarch might deem worthy of 
a place among bis crown jewels, 
what answer will he give us? He 
will tell us that the first character¬ 
istic of the perfect gem is purity 
of substance. Let a jewel lack 
this purity of substance and it 
ceases to be a stone of the first 
water. It is unworthy of being 
placed irr the golden circlet for the 
brow of king or queen. Its hazy 
appearance gives it a secondary 
value and so excludes it. It is a 
mixture; neither one-thing nor 
another. The truth about the 
stone is also the truth about the 
soul; the first characteristic of 
the soul, if it he all God wishes 
it to be, is that it. is pure in sub¬ 
stance and this purity of substance 
this power of transmitting God’s

There have always been cases of 
“Mysterious Disappearance” from 
this earth!
